A very interesting and enlighten- 
‘ing lecture was given at the First 
Presbyterian Chureh Sunday eve- 
ning by the Rev. W. H. Oxtoby, D. 
D., Professor of Hebrew at San An- 
selmo Seminary. The theme of his 
‘lecture was: “Light on the Bible 
|from Excavations in Babylonia and 
Egypt.” Stercopticon — slides, illus- 
trating his subject added much to 
the interest of the audience which 
filled the church, The first pieture 
yshowed very clearly how the ex- 
™= cavating is done and the slides fol- 
‘lowing showed many tablets dug 
‘up from the ruins of buried cities. 
‘When the first city was destroyed 
| by an earthquake, another city was 
; built on the ruins, so that in the 
m™ course of centuries there were sev- 
eral layers of ruined cities, one on 
‘top of the other. In digging down, 
into these ruins at a certain place, 
it was found that there wag dif- 
ferences between the cities in the 
method of joining bricks together. 
In the Bible, it tells how the Is- 
raelites joined thtse bricks to- 
gether and it was found by excavat- 
ing that the Bible described the 
method exactly., 

The manner of translating the 
writing on the tablets was shown 
by Dr, Oxtoby. Some of the tab- 
lets are written in three languages, 
one of which was Greek. Then it Is 
only a matter of trans'ating the 
@reek and working it into the 
other languages of hieroglyphics. Of 
ciurse, when a tablet has no Greek 
writing. a certain amount of guess 
work igs necessary, but a careful 
translation is always made. A slide 
showing several baby rattles of the 
time of Abraham caused a good deal 
of merriment as did Dr. Oxtoby’s 
bright touches of humor which liven] 
ed up the subject “somewhat which 
‘us dry to some people.

Council of the City of Rich-

While the above applied only to 
certain city streets used to connect 
with the Southern Pacific so that 
overland trains could pass on thru 
Richmond to Oakland, if revoked it 
will prevent the Santa Fe from con- 
tinuing such connection and require 
a change in the routing of their 
trains, 


At a conference yesterday after- 
noon in Oakland, Judge Hall and 
Secretary Wallace met L. Richardson 
general Freight and Passenger agent, 
and Superintendent Rowland of the 
Southern Pacific with others, who 
seek to have the términal of the 
Santa Fe returned to this city. It 
was agreed that the congested traf- 
fic now prevailing in the Southern 
Pacific terminal at the Oakland 
Mole, and the interchange of trains 
every six minutes out of twenty- 
four hours, the continuance of the 
Santa Fe there will be a great 
hunderance to proper handling and 
safety of passengers. Should one ac- 
cident occur, it was stated, it would 
cripple the;,entire system for an in- 
definite time as there is no lee-way 
to make up lost time. Another point 
brought up was the fact employes 
of the Southern Pacific were greatly 
handicapped in having to serve an- 
other railway line than that for 
which they are employed and _ the 
outcome of such condition threat- 
ens labor troubles. 


By far the most important act of 
the Railway Commission in the con- 
troversy is trying to force the South- 
ern Pacific to surrender their ex- 
clusive holdings to share with the 
Santa Fe, after the Southern Pacific 
had already suffered such: sharing 
through an act of the United States 
Railway Administration as a war 
measure and for the perioa of the 
war only. Trans-continentai travel 
is reaching 


sheds and delay train schedule be: 
cause of the added burden of the 
Santa Fe traffic. 

Secretary Wallace stated yester- 
day that he had a double measure of 
intent, to unfold before the Railway 
Cominission in that he would ask 
that body to effect a ferry service for 
automobiles via the present ferry 
slip at the Richmond terminal to 
San Francisco and that a more ade- 
quate ferry service be given to ac- 
commodate transcient patrons. This, 
he stated would be carried to the 
limit if necessary as it is shown that 
the adaption of automobile service 
over the Santa Fe steamers, the San 
Pablo and San Pedro would not en- 
tail any great change in the general 
operation of the boats for Santa Fe 
tracvel only as in the past. The ter- 
minal at Ferry Point is one of the 
best constructed ferry slips on the 
coast, and large enough to acco:;nmo- 
mate automobile entrance and egress 
without change. Elight alterations 
on the boats, however, would be ne- 
cessary. Automobiles have been trans 
ported on the two steamers yeas 
ago, and in fact, in emeergency 
cases up to the time that the ser- 
vice was suspended, The Chamber of 
Commerce of Richmond will push 
this project energetically, while de- 
fending the seervice resumption ‘at 
Ferry Point. 

Judge D. J. Hall and Secretary 
Wallace will go to San Francisco 
this morning to meet with various 
railway officials in preparation for 
the hearing before the Railway Com- 
mission to be held Friday morning.
